Jimmy  Kay,  College  electrician, 
caught  a  37  pound  spoonbill  cat¬ 
fish  out  of  the  Osage  River,  Sun¬ 
day  evening,  May  10. 

The  spot  where  Mr.  Kay  caught 
his  fish  is  about  20  miles  south  of 
Warsaw,  near  the  Lake  of  the 
Ozarks,  According  to  Mr.  Kay,  his 
fish  is  actually  small  compared 
with  other  spoonbills,  Mr.  Kay’s 
fish,  V2”  long,  was  dwarfed  by 
the  largest  spoonbill  caught  last 
week  weighing  over  65  pounds, 
which  is  not  unusually  large, 

Mr.  Kay  caught  his  fish  by  snag¬ 
ging  it.  Snagging  Is  a  process 
which  involves  the  dragging  of  the
